‘and would have retrived whatever Slips are pait: But, to 


my great Aftonifhment, the Rebels have blown up their 
Powder Magazines, and are retired over the Forth at 
Frew, leaving their Cannon behind them, and a Num- 
ber of their fick and wounded, befides 20 of our wound- 
ed Prifoners, taken at the late Affair, which I have found 
To-morrow, from whence 
I fhall be better able to inform you of all this ftrange 
Flight. 
rigadier Mordaunt, withthe 2 Regiments of Dra- 
goons, and Lieutenant Col. Caimpbell, with the High- 
landers, are in Purfuit of them, I am 
Your affeionate Friend,

This Moment comes in from Stirling, a Man, who 
fays Blakeney had put Troops in the Town, and that all 
the Rebels had croffed the Forth. I inclofe the beft Ac- 
count for the prefent I could draw up.

Camp at Falkirk, Feo 1. 1745. 
My Lord Fuftice Clerk, ‘ 


I Thought it proper to give you an Account of what has 
happened fince J left Edinburgh. 

Yefterday I marched from Edinburgh, with the Army, 
in two Columns, confifting of 14 Battalions, the Argyle- 
fhire Men, and the two Regitnents of Dragoons of Cob- 
ham and Mark Ker, and quartered myfelfat Linlithgow, 
with 8 Battalions, and Brigadier Mordaunt with 6 Bat- 
talions at Borouftounnefs. The Dragoons quartered in 
the adjacent Villages, and Col. Campbell, with the Ar- 
gylefhire Men, in the Front towards the Avon. A con- 


fiderable Body of the Rebels were then at Falkirk, and 
fome few of them appeared on the Hills between that 
Place and Linlithgow. They gave it out, that they in- 





tended to ftand another AG@tion with the King’s Forces 5 
but atthe fame time feemed very uneafy for their Bag- 
gage, which they were endeavouring to fecure on the o- 
ther Side of the Forth. They were much difappointed at 
the Defence General Elakeney had made in Stirling 


| Caftle, and faid it was impoffible for Mento take it. 


This Morning early Word was brought, that the Re- 
bels had retired to the Torwood, and intended to make 
a Stand there, and that ‘the reft of them from Stirling 
would join them at that Place. 

I reviewed tle whole Army this Morning before we 
marched, who were in the higheft Spirits. The advan- 
ced Parties of the Rebels retired with Precip'tation on 
the Approach of ours, and our fore; oft Scouts brought 
in fome Stragglers, who faid the Revels were rep. fling 
the Forth in a good deal of Confution, being afraid, as 
they faid, of another Battle, becaufe of the Increalz of 
our Strength, and the great Defertion there had been a- 
mongft the Clans, which had much diminifhed their Num- 
bers. On our March we heard two great Reports, like 
the blowing up of fume Magazine, and it was foon con- 
firmed tous, for the Rebels had blown up a very large 
Quantity of Powder in the Church of St. Ninians before 
they went off. 

On my Arrival here I found all our wounded Men, 
whom they had made Prifoners in the late AGion, and 
in their Retreat had been obliged to leave behind them, 
And hear they have left their Artilery at Stirling {piked 
up. 
As foon as I came here, I detach’d immediately Bri- 
gadier Mordaunt with the Argylefhire Men, and all the 
Dragoons, in Purfuit of them, though it is imagined, 
that moft of them will have efcap’d at the Ford of Frew, 
as they generally make a good deal of Hafte when they 
are going off. They have loft a great many Men at 
Stirling, and fay it is all, over with them, and they 
fhall make to Motrofe. One Circumftance is particu- 
Jar, that Lady Kilmarnoch, who ’till laft Night always 
{taid at Callender Houfe, went off with them. 

I propofe to march To-morrow Morning to Stirling, 
and there take Meafures for further quieting thefe Parts 
of his Majefty’s Dominions, &c.

Edinburgh, Feb. 1, 1745-6. 
My Lord Duke, 
THe Arrival of his Royal Highnefs the Duke has 
done the BufinefS, animated our Army, and ftruck 
the Rebels with Terror and Confufion. He loft no 
Time to improve thefe Advantages, marched the whole 
Army Yefterday to Linlithgow and the adjacent Places, 
and continued his March this Morning to Falk'rk, the 
Rebels always flying before him. This Morning the 








Rebels renew’d theit Firing againft Stirling Caftle; but 
G. Blakeney continuing to make a good Defence, they 
raifed the Siege, and have blown up their Magazine of 
Powder, and, as believed, have fpiked their Cannon, 
and the whole Army of the Rebels have fied with Pre- 
cipitation, and crofied the Forth at the Ford of Frew; 
and his Royal Highnefs has fent on the Dragoons and 
Argylethire Men to take Poffeflion of Stirling, and re- 
mains this Night at Falkirk. Withing your Grace Joy 
of this great and good News, 1 am, &c. 
Aad. Fletcher. 

Whitehall, Feb. 6. Late laft Night another Exprefs ar- 
rived from his Royal Highnefs the Duke of Cumber- 
land, with Letters dated Stirling, February 2. giving an 
‘Account, That his Royal Highnefs arrived there at One 
o’Clock that Afternoon, without meeting tre leaft Ob- 
ftacle or Refiftance, as Brigadier Mordaunt had alfo 
done the Night before, but too late to purfue the Rebels. 
Their precipitate Flight is not to be defcribed: They 
were all to be at Perth the 2d; where, as their own Men 
declare, they would not ftay for his Royal Highnefs to 
come up to them. When the Rebels heard that his 
Royal HighnefS was got to Linlithgow, they held a 
Council, and drew out their Men, declaring that they 
would meet him ; but as foon as the Baggage and the 
Cannon they !ately took were moved off, they told the 
Country People that they were going to meet a Rein- 
forcement ; but that, as they could not carry away all 
their Plunder, they would give it to them, and that it 
was in St. Ninians Church, where they had made a Ma- 
gazine of Powder and Ball; and when the Country Peo- 
ple came to fetch it away, the Rebels atrempted to fet 
Fire to the Magazine, but fortunately che frtt Train mif- 
fed, fu that feveral efcaped ; but the fecond was fo foon 
fired, that many poor People were blown up and buried 
in the Ruins. 

After the Rebels had croffed the Forth, many of the 
Leaders told their Men to th'ft for themttivs. They 
talk publickly of going from Ferth to Dundee, and foon 
to Montrofe; and his Royal Highnefs has fent proper 
Orders to Rear Admiral Byny to prevent their getting 
off. 

As foon as his Royal Highnefs can get the Bridge at 
Stirling mended, he wil] follow to Perth, and fo on 
whilft the Rebels remain in a Body. About 20 of their 
Sick have been taken at Stirling; and Capt. Fitzgerald, 
of Monro’s Regiment, and an Enfign of Lee’s, are re- 
taken. 

His Royal Highnefs is pleafed to commend extreme- 
ly the Behaviour of Major Gencral Blakeney, who, by 
his Conduét, as well as Courage, has taved the Caftle 
of Stirling, which is a Place of the greateft Importance, 
from falling into the Hands of the Rebels. The Caftle 
would have held out, but the Provifions and Firing were 
almoft‘confumed. 


From Wye's Letter, London, Feb. 6. 
Yefterday the Commons deferred going into a Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, and the Supply to Monday ; 
took into farther Confideration the Amendments made 
to the Bill relating to Horn Cattle, which were agreed 
to.

To Day the Lords paft the B'Il above-mentioned, for 
adjourning the Court of Seffion, &c. Read a firlt Time 
that for eftablifhing an Agreement with the Bank of Eng- 
land. The Commois put off the Call of the Houle for 
3 Weeks. 

The Stocks are rifen above one per cent. and there 
appear high Spirits among the Tradefmen of this City. 

By Letters from Barbadoes dated the 16th of Novem- 
ber, we have an Account of the Death of Captain Bal- 
chen, Commander of his Majetty’s Ship the Pemoroke 
(Son of the late Sir John Balchen who was unfortunately 
lott in the Vidtory) a brave and worthy Officer, beloved 
by all who were under his Command, and highly efteem- 
ed by his Acquaintances, 

The fame Letters inform us, that the French at Mar- 
tinico, are in the utmott Diftrets by the Diligence of Ad- 
miral Townfhend, who has two Men of War conftant- 
ly cruizing to Windward, and two to Leeward of the 
Ifland, to prevent any Succours arriving. That he had 
ordered Commodore Lee to ly againft Fort St. Piers, 
with four large Ships. And that there are 7¢ Negroes 
on board the Admiral, that efcaped in Pettiagures and 
Canoes, who confirm the Dittrefs of the French, and 
fay, that the Provifions allowed to 14 Men for a Weck, 
are not fufficient to ferve 20 one Day. 


From the London Evening Poff, Feb. 6. 

Paris, Feb. 1. On the 26th of laft Month the King re- 
ceived a Courier from his Pruffian Majcfty, whofe Dif- 
patches were fuperferib’d, Fur bis Mayje/ty’s own Hands, 
The King read them immediately, wrote an Anfwer 
himfelf, and caufed it to be deliver’d to the Courier, 
with 60 Double Piftoles, as a Gratification for the Hafte 
he had made. The Contents of thofe Difpatches have not 
been communicated to any of the Minifters, but it is 
certain that the King appears very much pleafed with 
them. The Report of a general Peace prevails more 
ftrongly than ever, but thoie¢ who are thought beft in- 
form’d, feem’d to give no Credit to it. The Embarkati- 
on at Boulogne is certaiuly laid afide, and the Troops are 
not only debark’d, but have alfo marched back to the 
Places from whence they were drawn: Some attribute 
this to the Interpofition of his Pruffian Majefty; but 
others zre of Opinion that the Whole was calculated to 
keep the Englith Ficet employed on that Side, in order 
to favour the Arrival of the Spanifth Galleons. Orders 
have notwithftanding been fent to Breft to haften out 
the Fleer, and large Sums of Money have been aétually 
ified for that Purpofe. We likewife talk more ftrong- 
ly than ever of undertaking fomething at Oftend. The 
Report that prevailed fome Time ago of a great Chanye 
in the Miniftry, and that Marfhal Saxe had refolved to 
refign, proves void of all Foundation. That General is 
on the contrary in better Credit than ever, inasmuch as 
he has promifed the King to make him Mafter of Braf- 
fels in aFortnight. We hear no more of revoking the 
late Evi& againft the Dutch; but it is very probable 
that it will be qualified by fome Reftriions. Our A- 
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Gions are at 1030, and moft People think they will rife 
Rill higher.

There is Advice from America, that a French Man 
of War of 30 Guns and upwards of 250 Men, hes been 
taken betwcen New-York and Bofton, by one of Adimi- 
ral Warren’s Squadron, after avery fimart Engagement, 
in which the French Ship was affitted by three Privateers, 
who after finding the Man of War had takenthe French 
Ship, made Sail, and got clear off. 

The Trial Sloop of War has taken and carried into 
Lisbon a fmali French Privateer. 

The Tryal Jetteries, trom Carolina for Oporto, is ta- 
ken and carried into Vigo. 

There is Advice, that an American Privateer, near 
the Bermuda Itlands, feil ia with a Spanith Ship of great 
Value, which Prize he fent for the Leeward Iflands.
